In settings designed by John and Earline 
Brice and excitingly dramatized by con- 
trasts of color and material, Charak 
Furniture Company raised the curtain 
last month on its newly decorated show- 
room at 444 Madison Avenue, New York, 
to reveal a double feature in new furni- 
ture: a complete new group inspired by 
the Greek revival period of the 19th cen- 
tury, and several additions to the Charak 
Modern Collection.

Among the new 
contemporary pieces are a table-desk, a 
glass top server with a lacquered storage 
compartment beneath, a marble topped

tea table, 23” high, and a seven foot long 
mahogany room divider. The bottom sec- 
tion of the latter has three sliding doors 
covered in a striking handtooled silvery 
leather; the top “see-through” section 
comes in a choice of glass shelves or 
adjustable drawer units or a combination 
of both. Outstanding in this group are 
two new dining tables which because of 
their remarkable flexibility in size are the 
answer to the dreams of housewives who 
like to entertain yet do not want large 
oversize tables filling up their dining 
rooms. The round dining table which is 
shown in this month’s Furniture Spot- 
light is only 38” in diameter, yet expands 
with five leaves and a pair of auxiliary 
legs to 102” thus giving ample seating 
space for twelve. The pattern of an in- 
laid serpentine line of ebony which ac- 
centuates the top is continued without 
interruption on the leaves. The second 
is Charak’s new “Tip-Leaf” table measur- 
ing 66”. Two entirely hidden leaves, 
which come into position when the table 
is pulled open, bring it to 102” in length. 
This unusual table, incidentally, is avail- 
able in both modern and period versions. 
All in all, the new collection of Charak 
is one of the most impressive we have 
seen this year, distinguished both by its 
good sense of balance between traditional 
and contemporary pieces, and by excel- 
lent styling, workmanship and handsome 
finishes.

these and other fabric showrooms, to cull from them the 
exact fabric your client has been dreaming of, and to 
use all their facilities of modern fabric display and know- 
how as your very personal own. And here . . . a through- 
the-alphabet tour of some of the most exciting collections 
we've seen. 

Artlee Fabrics has several new textured drapery fabrics, 
plus plain fabrics to match. In happy anticipation, up- 
holstery weights at Artweave are made to provide plenty 
of stretch in the material for ultimate use on foam rubber. 
Colors are custom-dyed; materials are powerloomed to a 
handloomed effect. Among many new additions to the 
Spring-mooded collection at Brunschwig & Fils are 
French curtains preciously bordered on sides and bottoms 
in full and cafe lengths. For glass curtains, E. C. Carter 
has new embroidered piques, cotton voiles, and some 
completely captivating trimmings of organdy with escal- 
loped edges and embroidered daisies. Many new vinyl 
coated fabrics from L. E. Carpenter have numerous 
qualities to recommend them: easy to clean, resistant to 
soil and fire: in fact they are well nigh indestructible. For 
the windows, Henry Cassen stresses new patterns in his 
fabulous collection of imported embroidered curtains, 
flounces, and trimmings, plus the recently-added textured 
heavy-weights that are keyed to upholstery. There are 
perky prints galore at the Cheney Brothers showroom— 
provincial designs such as “Roosters”, a glazed chintz 
with rows of strutting cocks; “Country Life”, an unglazed 
percale print; “Fruit With Blossoms” and “Nosegays”. 
Clark & Burchfield has a raft of unusual casements: 
“Fantasie” with mohair, cotton, and silver Lurex in 
subtle blending of colors; a combination of jute and mo- 
hair which can take a beating from the sun; hand-woven 
raw silk casements created by Burnham Weavers; also 
here fresh geometrics from Paul Laszlo’s “European 
Group”. Smart new designs from Corber include those by 
Elsie Naess and Darold Perkins . . . “Ring Around The 
Rosy” with legs going all directions, “Winged Victory”, 
“Galaxy” bright with stars, and more. Living up to its 
name, Creative Looms has seven or eight new contem- 
porary abstract designs, custom hand-prints on your 
choice of fabrics. Also here is a new group of handloomed 
beauties with eight different textures from which to 
choose and a wide selection of colors. Cotton screenprints 
with modern, provincial, and floral motifs are featured 
among the new Spring line of Decorative Fabrics: also 
from this house is Persian design “Kasham” in unusual 
colorings. A. L. Diament has accompanied many of their 
papers with matching fabrics, also vice versa for complete 
and unified treatments—all are in the charming moods 
of traditional, mostly French in zest. Jackson Ellis fea- 
tures their colors-to-order, on fabrics-to-order policy 
which makes even tried and true designs seem continually 


new-—-and those new motifs are always pretty and con- 





temporary at the same time. At Erbun there are new 
chintzes in the floral manner, one tiny geometric, and a 
fresh, garden vista complete with fountains, castles and 
arbors. New gauzes of pure silk from China and the addi- 
tion of more color to the patterns highlight the colorful 
collection at Far Eastern. Among the new prints at 
Fortuny are “Tezin”, a Chinese modern design, and 
“Uccelli” with a motif of the Italian Renaissance; both 
on Egyptian cotton. The varied range of designs from 
Herbert Fouts includes several traditional with a modern 
feeling and others which are strictly contemporary. At the 
new Stephen Fridek showroom (28 East 55th, in New 
York), there is a pretty parade of textures and prints, 
mostly to be done to your color-order. Some are Lurex 
highlighted, all tend toward the traditionally decorative. 
At Goodall, a series of designs in hues subtle and vigorous 
are newly on hand. “Things On Strings” dangles numbers 
and butterflies and bugs in happy, whimsical profusion; 
“Druid” pictures little dwarfs among botanical scenes 
of woods and vales; “Pavan” has figures costumed in 
Oriental splendour; and dozens more suggest originality 
and talent. From Greeff Fabrics, there is the customary 
Spring influx of new designs which are planned primarily 
for traditional interiors with—here and there—a print 
that will perk a modern room, a texture that acknowl- 
edges no period. And, of course, the imaginative piéce 
de résistance shown in this issue. At Henrose an exciting 
panel features an Oriental tree outlined with silver lamé 
on antique satin in twenty-five different ground colors. 
The S. M. Hexter Co. has come up with an exuberant 
new collection dubbed “Colonial Modern” which in- 
cludes eleven different fabric designs coordinated with a 
series of wallpaper designs; some exactly reproduced, 
others in correlated mood . . . and the color ranges 
are practically endless. It’s a nostalgic group, pretty as 
well as practical for today’s rooms. Hand-made in 
Bavaria textures found at Hildreth & Dunlop have a to- 
your-order color range, suggest many interesting designs 
unavailable elsewhere, and—as with most imports—they 
are heavy, intended for generation-long use. A number of 
new hand-prints have been added to the racks at Howard 
& Schaffer—over-all patterns and large repeats on chintz, 
linen, toile, and antique satin with such diverse designs 
as Egyptian obelisks, African masks, and a Pompeian 
wall. At Elbert Jackson’s we saw the magic which can 
be achieved with curtains of mohair sheer—by day they 
admit the light; by night they have a heavy effect. Designs 
have been correlated on several types of fabric—all linens, 
and mohair sheers—for matching ensembles. Dozens of 
new screen prints, chintz glazed and unglazed, Italian 
cottons of striped moiré which look like silk, Italian raw 
silk upholsteries, linen casements—just name it and 
Jofa has it. The emphasis is on small patterns and 


many medium-priced upholsteries. “Roses Are—” and

leather low wing chair opposite. Gleaming highlights 
are contributed to the scheme by gold frames of 18th- 
century Venetian engravings above the sofa, by bronze 
doré lamp bases and other attractive accessories, in- 
cluding a mirrored screen. 

An alcove at the entrance to the living roém has been 
fitted with built-in shelves along one wall to accom- 
modate the owner’s collection of phonograph records, 
lightened by an antique Empire mirror reflecting the 
living room scene. This area is also used for dining, and 
to this end is furnished with an antique drop-leaf table, 
an unusual Directoire piece, and antique Directoire 
chairs and benches. The lighting here is supplied by a 
handsome bronze doré Empire fixture, a fine example. 

The small library-guest room, like the living room, 
derives its chief interest from a collection of accessories 
and antiques. The walls are terra cotta, matching a 
grouping of rare Hamilton engravings framed above the 
couch, and this background color is accentuated by an 
India silk rug, large cushion and matching curtains of 
textured natural silk. The couch covering is felt, dyed 
to match the walls. The wall opposite the couch is fitted 
with built-in bookshelves surrounding an antique Amer- 
ican Empire cherry chest, this beautiful piece accen- 
tuated by an antique cherry drop-leaf table, used as a 
desk, at the wide window. Accenting black notes, so 
good with the terra cotta, appear in the bouillotte lamp- 
shades and a pair of Regency upholstered open arm- 
chairs flanking the table-desk. Opposite the desk is a 
Regency pier table with marble top that has been given 
added interest by a hanging gilt shelf accommodating a 
fine antique Baroque gilt clock. 

The color scheme of the master bedroom was in- 
spired by the landscape, an early 19th-century colored 
engraving framed in gilt, hanging above the bed. Ad- 
ditional interest is naturally centered in a specially de- 
signed bed with headboard and bedspread created from 
quilted beige chintz paneled with a wide white, tobacco- 
brown and olive-green floral border. This attractive 
treatment has also been used for the beige chintz cur- 
tains finished with a quilted chintz valance matching 
the bedspread. The rug here is beige, forming a perfect 
background for the dark wood pieces. 

From the foregoing discussion it will be seen that 
simplicity and clarity of decorative treatment mark the 
entire apartment. And from a technical viewpoint it has 
been perfectly assembled. But it has also gained charm 
and livableness in its development. This is primarily 
because Interior Designer Eugene I. Noxon has clearly 
determined each decorative point as he went along.

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Fabrics by the multitudes, made by Shulman-Abrash may 
be spotted at your favorite jobber: new items include 
cotton and spun rayon bouclé in plains and plaids, a 
ripple taffeta, and a variety of textures and stripes—all 
in rainbow color ranges.

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CORONATION YEAR 1 


There are only two months left before Coronation, 
Day, when London will be transformed into a city of 
color and light and all England will be merrie. Perhaps 
even more beautiful than the London pageantry will be 
Queen Elizabeth IT’s visit to Windsor which will begin 
June 13; the castle will be floodlighted, the river gay with 
lights, and there will be water processions and fireworks. 
All over England, in fact, throughout June and July 
towns and villages will echo the rich splendor of London’s 
homage to the new monarch. 

A good year, if ever, to go to Europe. 

You'll be glad to know that this year—the golden an- 
niversary of the first flight by the brothers Wright—will 
mark an expansion of tourist-class service by most of the 
scheduled airlines of the world, the beginning of a 
period in which real low-cost service will at last dominate 
the air transport field. Fares will be reduced about 20 
per cent and about 90 per cent passenger space will 
be converted into tourist-class service. Luggage allow- 
ance will naturally be cut; and the longer hops will serve 
the customary free meals. 

Chances for accommodations during the peak of the 
Coronation season (May 24 to June 9) are slim—near 
the heart of the city—but excellent accommodations are 
still available in outer London and nearby towns, repre- 
senting a short bus ride. So don’t be deterred by reports 
of no ship or plane space and of terrible accommodations 
abroad; if you really want to go this season, prepare 
for action. 

Of special interest to interior designers visiting Eng- 
land are the tours of the large—and not-so-large—coun- 
try houses, which are now in the hands of the National 
Trust and are easily reached from London. Admission 
to each is two-and-six, or about 35¢. In many of these 
places the original family still lives in a wing of the 
house, and a member shows the visitors round in person, 
giving a history of the place at the same time. 

A comprehensive list of the more important English 
country houses was presented in the July and August 
issues Of INTERIOR DESIGN last year, and a list of 
English castles appeared in the previous April issue. 
To these lists we now append the following: 

Hatfield House, owned by the Salisbury family, and 
one of the most famous houses in Hertfordshire, is a 
short train ride from London; the collection of portraits 
and tapestries and furniture here is unique, and there 
are beautiful centuries-old gardens to view. 

Knebworth, also in Hertfordshire, is near Hatfield 
House. The rather ornate Tudor style of the house is 
said to have influenced the designs for the Houses of 
Parliament. 

Clivedon, home of the Astor family and within easy 
reach of London, stands high on a hillside overlooking

CORONATION YEAR, continued from page 96 
the Thames toward Windsor Castle. 

Surrey and Sussex, south of London, have innumerable 
beautiful houses situated in a rolling countryside 
reminiscent of our own Connecticut. Old market towns 
here are by-passed now by turnpike roads, so if cobbled 
streets and lichen roofs are your “dish of tea,” you'll 
have an enjoyable visit making your own discoveries. 

Penshurst Place, near Tunbridge Wells, in Kent, is 
owned by Lord de I’Isle and Dudley, V. C. It is a charac- 
teristic contribution to the riches of European civilization 
with nobility of design and atmosphere of being lived in. 

Albury Park, on Dorking Road, is the home of the 
Duchess of Northumberland. This beautiful house, of 
rosy brick and twisted stone chimneys standing in its 
gardens laid out in 1667, is full of historic furniture, 

| pictures and tapestries. 

Alnwick Castle, at Alnwick, is the ancestral home of 

| the Dukes of Northumberland, and one of the stately 
homes of England with much to interest the interior 
designer. .

| except its charm; it was here that the late George VI and 
his bride spent their honeymoon.

Norfolk. The castle, high and turreted, is as large as a 
small village and overlooks the sea to the south; draw- 
bridge and rampart are still intact, and in the round 
donjon is a Norman room, kept as it was originally after 
the Norman Conquest. 

Crown Inn, in Chiddingfold, is one of England’s 
oldest and pleasantest hostelries, and well worth a visit 
for its own sake. 

In the Midlands several well-known great houses are 
to be found, including Chatsworth, Hadden Hall and 
Harewood House, home of the Princess Royal, all beauti- 
ful and containing treasures of pictures, furniture and 
tapestries. Of these, Chatsworth in Derbyshire is one of 
the truly great houses of Britain, with apartments that 
are not to be surpassed in any house in Europe. It was 
first built by Sir William Cavendish in the 16th century, 
and rebuilt by the first Duke of Devonshire between 
1687 and 1707. 

Melbourne Hall, near Derby, in Derbyshire, is owned 
by the Marquis of Lothian. This stately home is famous 
for its beauty of setting and richness of contents. 

But you'll want to see the places off the beaten 
track as well, and these will include Skipton Castle in 
Yorkshire, built in the reign of Henry VIII; and Lindis- 
farne Castle, in Northumberland, now fully restored to 
a sort of dream castle by its architect, Sir Edwin Luytens, 
and seldom seen by Americans. Another interesting castle

are related to it. Modern architecture, he declared, is 
most challenging because it is at a crossroads and re- 
education is needed in art appreciation. 

“Cultural forces have been busily conditioning our 
times during the past centuries, and of these the indus- 
trial revolution has proved a major consideration. Indeed 
so great was its impact that it remains still the activating 
force of our time, because the introduction of the 
machine brought on a complete change of technique. 
And many objects formerly available only to a few 
wealthy persons may now be the property of all. The 
industrial revolution has made this possible. 

“A symbol is anything that means everything—or 
sums up the whole,” said Mr. Lustig. “The symbol of 
the 19th century was the worship of the machine. Today 
this attitude of a machine being a tool is no longer neces- 
sary, and has led to a total rejection of the art of the 
past. This rejection of the historical past is reflected in 
recent modern architecture. 

“Today we are glimpsing something of what the 
future holds for us. But we are not yet masters, so 
naturally our views are conditioned by present-day atti- 
tudes. Not so long ago, for example, it was impossible to 
admire two separate styles at the same time. But today 
the younger generation can—and does. Classicism, the 
much-vaunted ideal in architecture, was not considered

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DECORATORS CLUB, continued from page 106 
complete by Louis Sullivan because there is in it an 
absence of emotionalism. 

“The great challenge of our time may therefore be 
said to be a rationalizing of the two types—the mental 
with the emotional. This does not cast a reflection upon 
the latest tendencies in modern architecture. Rather it 
means that modern architecture must find a point of 
contact between them today. 

“The potential possibilities and actualities in architec- 
ture, while interesting, are naturally not possible to 
define. It is safe, however, to predict that there will be 
new forms in contemporary architecture. Plastic boats are 
already an actuality, and we may expect this material 
in houses. There will also doubtless be fewer supporting 
members in architecture, as exemplified in the new 
beautiful Lever building. 

“The ultimate essence in all art and architecture is 
a spiritual quality and a religious concept. As in modern 
architecture, forms may be apparent before the philos- 
ophy. And the institutions of learning today fail us 
completely in this respect.” 

Credit for the arrangements for the room, the menu 
and flowers is due to Helen Clarkson and her committee.

What emerges from the exhibition is testimony to the 


great importance of design as an industrial factor; and 
understandable evidence of how manufacturers put 
design to work for themselves. The exhibition answers 


such questions as: How does design work in a company? 


Who does the designing? How does he know what to 
design? How does the design get from an artist’s head 
into mass production? Where do companies find design- 
ers, and what sort of people are they? How are they 
trained and prepared for their jobs, and who accepts 
the designs for production? 

The end purpose of all this activity is to improve 
the standard and quality of consumer goods. 





One of the earliest examples of outdoor indirect light- 
ing was recorded by Philip Hone, of New York, in his 
Diary in 1838: “The portico of this glorious edifice, the 
sight of which always repays me for coming to Phila- 
delphia, [the Bank of the United States, by William 
Strickland, Architect, which today is the home of the 
Carl Schurz Memorial Foundation] appeared more beau- 
tiful to me this evening than usual, from the effect of the 
gas-light. Each of the fluted columns had a jet of light 
from the inner side so placed as not to be seen from the 
street, but casting a strong light upon the front of the 
building, the softness of which, with its flickering from 
the wind, produced an affect strikingly beautiful. How 
strange it is that in all the inventions of modern times 
architecture alone seems to admit of no improvement— 
every departure from the classical models of antiquity in 
this science is a departure from grace and beauty.”
